The recent "private and confidential"

baseball circular, signed by A-- L. Johnson
' and P. IL Brunell, to the of the

' late Players' league has, I think, entirely
failed to lit its intention. Johnson, who has
sworn to avenge himself on the Nationa!
league for its alleged bad treatment of him,
inspired Brunell to get up the circular. Both
Johnson and Brunell observed with grow-

ing alarm and exceeding soreness that the
players were gradually falling into line,
and they felt that thoy must do something
to worry the League, and stop the general
feeling of cordiality slowly but surely as-

serting itself among the Brotherhood play-
ers toward their old employers.

The circular in question contained some
vague talk about capitalists having been
found who would embark in a resurrepted
Players' league; some alleged ill treat-
ment which they insisted the League would
visit on the players; an effort to prove that
the P. L. could, if started again, bo profit-
ably conducted; a request that each player
name the lowest guaranteed salary which
he would play for, and a request that the
circular bo kept a close secret. This docu- -

was kept dark just five days, when?ient Times printed it exclusively,
and it is now public property. In ray
opinion ball players generally will pay lit-

tle attention to it.
Johnson's grievance is that the League

"threw him down." The story of the other
side is hat he refused to settle for 04 per
cent, of his losses, and in his attempt to
squeeze the League for more he got
squeezed himself. Meanwhile tho players
continue to show their desire to cure all
disagreements, as witness the sensible let-

ters of James O'Rourko and others. Tho
late Players' league cannot bo resurrected,
I think.

The situation has not changed materially
during tho last few weeks. The Boston
triumvirs show no disposition to agrco
tha.t the Association can establish itself in
Boston, and oven the eloquence of Spalding
appears to have been wasted on the desert
air. Prom what I can learn the Boston
league people are trying to buy out their
late opponents, but are finding it a difficult
job.

Hardships ml Drndery That "the
AVeater Sex" TJaderyoes In Europe.

When on gets into Switzerland the ap-
pellation of weaker sex as applied to wom-
en seems to be a misnomer. In point ol
endurance and often even of muscular
strength, tko peasant women of tke re-
moter valley appear quite tho equals of
the men. One sees them moving on thoso
green, beautiful slopes over which, the
Know peaks tower, and a party of girls
swinging the antique Swiss scythes with
their straight snath", that bend the figure
so cruelly, cut broad, eren swaths with the
regularity of veterans. They do not keep
pace with each other across the fields; one
seldom sees in the European peasant, man
or woman, any pronounced signs of emula-
tion. Tbey do not work, with any appear-
ance of haste or conscious outflow of en-

ergy, but in slow, plodding, untiring
fashion they work hour after hour, begin-
ning by 5:30 in the morning and turning
homeward when daylight fail3.

To see the storing of hay in the Alpine
chalets is to get a new idea of the muscu-
lar prowess of women. The crops of the
upner slope are packed in back loads to the
15tfie red brown log structures that dot the
mountains as high as the cattle can find I

pasturage, and the weight that a woman
will lift on the wooden frame that is adjust-
ed to her shoulders and with which she
will climb, or which often is harder, will
descend to the nearest chalet, drooping
her burden through a hole in the roof, I

from which the shingles and tho heavy
stones that hold them in place have been
removed, is a source of perpetual wonder.
When the harvest has been gathered there
are back baskets of manure to carry to fit
the ground for winter crops, and even the
little girls not yet in their teens climb like
cats carrying their own little back baskets
well loaded.

On the Lake of Lucerne the boat women
are characteristic figures. The long, lor,
black freight barges are pulled from port
to port by mixed crews of men and women,
from ten to twenty to a boat, who work the
heavy sweeps standing. I havo counted
three women keeping stroke with a dozen
men, and again tho proportions reversed
almost exactly. In the heat of the day the
men strip to their waists and tho women
unlaco their bodices and work with bare
arms. Occasionally one sees women por-

ters, who pack portmanteau and luggage
of all sorts up and down the mule paths
for the influx of summer visitors.

In Germany one can nowhere escape tho
Eight of tho outdoor labor of woman.
Along tho flat valley of tho middle Rhine
the vineyards, the grain patches and the
tobacco fields are full of them. In an after-
noon's ride tho proportion of women get
ting in tho harvest often scorns as three to
two men. In these fertilo lands there is a
social, companionable side to the work
which one might go far to find paralleled.
In tho fields which stretch between tho
huddled villages one beta whole families
busy.

HUtory of tl TpkVj.
The turkey is a lineal descendant irm

the wild North American species, which
was fouad in Mexico by tho Spaniards at
the time of the coaquest, both wild aad do-
mesticated. The Spanish sailors and Mi-
dlers introduced it iato tho Wast Iadi
islands under the name of pavon, or pea
cock.

From the West Indies the bird was takea
to Spain, where it was called pavon da hut
IndiRs. The French called It dindon, a
contraction of coq d'Inde. Evidently the
East Indies wero confounded with the
West, for when this fowl was introduced
into Germany it was known as the "Calicut
hen."

ifaj. W. Ross King says that the bird
was introduced into England about 1320 to
1534, and that it received tho name which
it has ince borno simply because it was
then the custom to refer the origin of all
strango and foreign articles to Turkey. It
would not be at all surprising to find all
the trade with Mediterranean ports at that
time credited to that country.

Readers will recall how in the time of
the Crusades, a few centuries before, itlmd
been the practice to speak of ail Moham-
medan people as Saracens, while the fact
was that that people were but a small
tribe in Arabia. The instances are quite
parallel.

When tho fowl was brought to this coun-
try, its original home, it kept the name
which had been given it in England, and
moro than that it gave this name to the
undoniesticated variety, which has since
been known as the wild turkey. The cir-
cle was completed, and abirdthAt belonged
exclusively to this coutinent, without hav-
ing gone away from its home at all, got
credit for having been brought from tho
casL It is a good example of the confusion
of names likely to occur almost anywhere.
